The following Report of the Select Committee on the Bill further to amend the Pro 
vincial Small Cause Courte Act, 1887 , and the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 , in order to 
provide for the award of costs by way of compensation in respect of falso and vexatious claims 
or defences in civil suits or proceedings was presented to the Legielative Assembly on the 13th 
February , 1922 

Wy, the undersigned , Members of the Select Committee to wbioh the Bill farther to 
amond the Provincial Small Cause Court: Act, 1887 , and the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 , 
in order to provide for the award of costs by way of damage in respect of false or 
vexatious claims or defences in civil suits or proceedings wag referred baye considered the Bill, 
and have now the honour to submit this our Report, with the Bill as amended by us annored 
thereto . 

2 Clause 2 - We consider it unnecessary to make the provisions of the Bill applicable in 
the case of a momorandum of appeal or a written statement by a respondent in an appeal. 
We also think that the retention of the reference to appeals might not be altogether free 
from daoger. We have made amendments accordingly in this clause and olause 8. 

We bave further, in sub -section ( 1) of the proposed now section 86A , altered the phrase 
« falae or vexatious " to " falee and vexatious , " AB we inoline to the opinion that a 
provision of the nature which this Bill is intended to make should be applicable only in auch 
classes of Ages ag can be readily and precisely defined 

We have substituted the word " compensation " for the word " damages " at the end of 
this sub -section . 

In sub -section (2 ) of the proposed now section 35A , we have provided that the maximum 
limit of Rs. 1, 000 sball by applicable in the case of High Courts, as we consider that, in the 
rare cases in which such oders will be passed by High Courte , a maximum limit of that 
amount will be found sufficient. 

We understand that the Bill as introduced was intended strictly to give bffect to the 
recommendations of the Committee which considered the opinions elicited upon the Bill which 
was recently withdrawn , We have, however , altered the first provigu to this sub - section in 
order, in the first place , to eliminate the reference to a Munsif, which deqignation does not 
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Apply in the case of some Courte invested with Small Cauge Court powers , and , gocondly , to 
enable the High Court to empower Civil Courts with bat a low limit of Small Capse Court 
jurisdiction to award compensatory costs somewhat in excess of that amount . 

We have also made a slight change in the second proviso , which enables the High Court 
to deal with individual Courts without inaking & statutory rule for the purpose . 

Finally , we congider that, even if a person to whom oosts have been awarded might in very 
- rare cases have a subsequent right of suit, it is advisable to make it clear that, where by taking 

instant objection to a claim or defence he has obtained compensation under the proposed new 
gection , he io not entitled to any further relief. We have accordingly inserted a sub - rection 
(4 ) on the lines of sub-section (2 ) of section 95 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 . 

8. We have made several slight drafting alterations in the Bill, and the other alterations 
which we have made are consequential on those which we have already referred to in this 
Report. 

4 . The Bill was published in the Gazette of India, dated the 4th February , 1922. 

8 . We think that the Bill bag not been go altered as to require re-publioation , and we 
recommend that it be passed ad now amended .

The following Report of the Joint Committee on the Bill to establish and incorporate a 
unitary teaching and residential University at Delhi was presented to the Legislative Assembly 
on the 13th February , 1922 : 
. We, the undersigned Members of the Joint Committee to which the Bill to establish and 
incorporate a noitary teaching and residential University at Delbi was referred , have consi 
dered the Bill, and bave now the honour to submit this our Report with the Bill as 
Amended by us annored thereto . 

Under the provisions of rule 42 of the Indian Legislative Rules, the Committee elected 
the Honorrable Mian Sir Muhammad Shafi to act as its Chairman . 

2 . Clause 2 .- - We have added a definition of " Patrods of the University " who , under 
olause 17 of the Bill as re -numbered , are constituted life members of the Court. 

We have in sab-clause (1 ) made it clear that the University inay confer the status of a 
teacher of the University by the recognition of persons appointed to the staff of Colleges 
by the College authorities as well as by the direot appointment of other persons. 

8 . Clause 4 . - We have added a new on b -clause ( 12 ) in this clause to obviate a doubt 
which we understand has arisen elsewbere as to whether the University oan legally eapple . 
ment the Government grant for the maintenance of a Corps of the Indian Territorial Force . 
• 4 . Clause 7 . - for sub -clacses (6 ) and (6 ) of this clause of the Bill as introduced , we 
have substituted a new gub- olaube on the lines of sub -section (6 ) of geotion 7 of the Allahabad 
University Act , 1921, which provides for the gradual adaptation of the Colleges to the 
organisation of the University as ultimately contempluted . 

We have omitted some words in sub -clause (1) and the whole of sub -claugo (0 ) to being 
annecessary and possibly misleading 

6 . Clause 8 . - We propose the addition to the officers of the University of a Pro 
Chanoellor, whioh necessitates the addition of a clause after clange 9 of the Bill and the re 
numbering of the subsequent clauser . We contemplate an appointment of an honorifio nature 
involviug the duty of presiding at meetings of the Court and at Convocutions , in the absence 
of the Chancellor. We have also omitted from this clause the reference to the Principals which 
is incompatible with the constitution proponed, 

8 . Clause 12 (now clause 18 ) - We have very carefully considered the necessity for the 
provision made in this olnuge for the appointment of a Treasurer, and we bave decided to 
leave the olange apamended on the ground that, althongh in our opinion # guparate Treasurer 
will not be required at least for several years , the appointment of such an officer may in time 
become necessary, if only for a limited period , owing to special groumstauces . 

7. Clause 13 (now clause 14) . - We consider that it would be administratively convenient 
that the Registrar should be the Secretary of the Academio Counoil as well as of the Court 
and the Executive Council, and we have provided accordingly 

8. Clause 16 (now clause 17 ). - We have omitted the provision for the appointment to the 
Court of persons by the Chief Commissioner of Delhi, as we consider that the local authoritie 
will be sufficiently represented on that body under the remaining provisions of the Act and 
Statutos . 

9. Classe 22 (now clauso 23 ). - .We have added special mention of the Faculties of 
Teoboology and Indian Fine Arts , inoluding Music . At the same time we realise that 
it may be impossible to constitute these Faculties immediately upon the coming into 
existence of the University , and we have accordingly, in order to obviate any delay in 
the constitution of the University, provided that they shall be constituted as good 48 
possible thereafter , 
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Wedo not consider necessary the provision which had been made in sub -olause (6 ) of 
this clause for allowing remuneration to be paid to a person when appointed to be the Dean 
of a Faculty . 

10 , Clause 26 (now clause 27 ). - In pub - olange (1) of this clause and in clause 44 (now 
clause 48 ) we have made what we consider may be a useful addition in the form of a 
provigion permitting the constitution of insurance as well as of pension and provident funds. 

11 Clause 27 (now clause 28 ). - We have made two changes which are calculated to extend 
the legislative powers of the Court. In the first place, in sub-clause (3 ) we have provided 
for the case in which the Court wishes to pass the gregier portion of a Statute whilst objeoting 
to the remainder . We do not intend by giving this power to give to the Court & general 
power of imendment without farther reference to the Executive Coonoil. But we have not 
considered it necessary to specify any such limitation on the exercise of tbis power in view of 
the fact that the Statute, when passed with each omission , will come up for review by the 
Governor General in Council, who will we do not doubt, consider whether the omission 000 
stitutes an amendment whioh ought to have been referred to the Exeontive Council . 

Secondly , we have made provision for the initiation of proposals for amendment of the 
Statutes by a memher of the Court. 

We have, further, specified somewhat more clearly than was specified in the original 
draft the procedure to be followed after a reference back of amendments to the Executive 
Council. We think that, in cases of disagreement between the two anthorities, the Governor 
General in Council should be the arbiter . 

12 . Clause 29 (now clause 30 .) - We have omitted pub -clause (c) of this clause which 
referred to the emoluments und conditions of servine of teachers of the University, becaure 
we consider that an Ordinance dealing with such matters is more properly the business of the 
Executive Council than of the Academic Counul 

19 Clouse 84 (now clauso 35 ). We have in this clause, in the first place , provided an 
exception to the prohibition against the conduct of examinations for admission to the Univer 
nity which is contained in sub -clause (6 ) of claage 7, and , in the second place , bave inserted a 
proviso a hich is the corollary of the provisu to that sub -vladre. The proviso will for a limited 
period permit the recognition of the matricnlation examination or its equivalent as a stage 
at which a student may be admitted to the University in case the Colleges are unable to 
organise themselves at once ag institutions containing only the post -intermediate classes, 

14 . Clause 38 (Row olause 39). We have altered the reference to the Executive Council 
to a reference to the Court , as we consider that that authority is the fitting authority for the 
removal of a graduate from the register of graduates . 

15 Clause 45 (now clause 46 ) - We have carefully considered the transitory provisiong and 
conclude that they are too widely drawn in the Bill as introduced . We have accordingly 
confined the operation of this clande btriotly to the period during which the University will be 
actually in the course of formatiou , and we propose , instead of conferring opon the Governor 
General in Council an unqualified power to modify the provisions of the Aot, to enjoin upon 
him goch departure only when , and in so far as it is absolately necesary . In these ciroum 
gtance , we have not thought it necessary to particularise the matters in which these power , 
wbioh may be exercised , and have acoordingly omitted sub - alanse ( 2) of this clanse as it origi 
nally stood . But in regard to the important subject of the maintenance of intermediate 
Olmeses , eto ., we have safeguarded the interests of the Colleges by the proviso to sub -clause (6 ) 
of clange 7 . 

16 . In clause 1 of the Statutes we bave omitted the definition of " teachers " and have 
mado speciio reference in the places where teachers are mentioned to teachers or teachers of 
the University, as the case may be , as defined in clause 2 of the Bill. 

17 . In olayge 2 of the Statutes we have, in view of the presence of the Chief Commis 
sioner of Delhi upon the Court, oonridered it noneoegsary to include the Deputy Commissioner . 
At the game time, we have inoluded the Wardens of the Hallo and the Chairman of the Panjab 
Chamber of Commerce In the same clause we have specified the pumber of persons to be 
elected from the Council of State and the Legislative Assembly, reepectively . 

We have eliminated from this clause the proviso to gub -olange (6 ) which was designed to 
demure & certain percentage of Muhammadan members on the Court. We desire it to 
be clearly understood that our motive is prouapted purely by a dioinolination to recognise 
communal distinctions of this nature in statotory provisions We have no doubt that the 
Chancellor will consider any defiçienoy in the representation of any particular community at 
the time of making his nominations, and will rectify any inequality in so far as he is able . 
We earnestly hope that Mulamadans will fally participate in the benefits of this Univer 
sity , and that their interests will be represented upon its Bodies . 

18 . Io clause 3 of the Statutes we have slightly enhanced the elected element in the 
Executive Council by increasing by one member the representation tbereon of the Court, and, 
following the principle which we have outlined in opr comment opon Olause 2 , we have 
omitted the provisions for special representation of Muhammadans . 
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19 , In clause 19 (now clause 14 ) of the Statuten we have extended the Dumber of those 
who will be eligible for enrolment as graduates of the University by permitting the carrying 
on of the business as well as actual regidence in the province of Delbi to be recognised 48 4 
qualification 

20 . We have made a number of other alterations in the Bill wbich are consequential on 
Amendments which we have already noticed in this Report or are of merely a drafting nature, 
of whioh we consider of insufficient importance to call for special mention . 

21. Finally , we desire to place on record our opinion that provision should in due course 
be made for the representation of the University in the Legislative Apsom bly by one merober 
elected by the Court. 

22 . We regret that we have been unable to avail ourselves of the assistance and advice 
of two members of our Committee who were unable to attend the meetings owing to their 
absence from Delhi, and who have not signed the Report. 

28. The Bill was published in the Gazette of India on the 21st January, 1922 . 

24 . We think that the Bill bas not been -80 altered as to require re-publioation , and we 
recommend that it be passed as now amended ,

Minute of Dissent. 
1. I would not vest in the Chancellor the autocratic powers which section 9 confers on 
him , of diotating to the University , in certain oircumstances , what it shall or shall not do . 
He should be empowered to cause an inquiry to be made and ask for reports and explanations 
and in the ultimate resort to make recommendations to the Court. I think the University , 
as it will be constituted , may be safely trusted to understand its responsibilities and ought 
not to be compelled to act to the dictation of the Chancellor The provisions I object to 
breathe a lack of confidence in the Court , the Executive Council and the Academic Council , 
which together should constitute the final authority in the University. 

2 . I do not like that the Vice- Chancellor should be the chief executive officer of the 
University . The two aspects of the position of that officer appear to me to be incongruous . 
The Vice - Chancellor should , in my view , orcupy the same status and position as the Vice 
Chancellor of the Bombay University, for example , the Registrar performing the executive 
funotions . It shoold be an honorary office.

Minute of Disfont . 
I regret to have to record a note of dissent, because in common with my Colles 
gues I am most anxions that the Delhi University shonld be established in time to secure ito 
grant in the next Budget, without which its operations next year will be impossible . In order 
that Delhi might be a seat of public opinion and culture , its University ought to have come 
before it became the capital of India or soon after. · A great deal of looway has to be made 
up before the necessary atmosphere here is secured . Anything that may in the slightest 
degree interfere with early establishment of the long - needed University has to be avoided 
As far as possible. 

The Calcutta University has not gained yet by the Viceroy ceasing to be its Chancellor, 
and it is gratifying to have His Excellenoy again officially connected with an University . 
As the latest to come and as the special objeot of Imperial benefaotion , this Delhi University 
ought to be an up -to- date model institution , The Hon ble Mian Sir Muhammad Shah told 
the Indian Legislative Assembly on the 9th February that Universities ought to be autono . 
mous and ought to be as little interfered with as possible . Taking my cup from the Hon ble 
Education Member, I claim and plead that the University in the Imperial City of Delhi, which 
in timemay well aspire to be an All- India and an Imperial U piversity , if well bandled , ought to 
have perfect autonomy — at least a great deal more autonomy than is provided for in the Bill , 
The University with the Viceroy as its Chanoellor, and with a Court carefully constituted as the 
Delhi University , should not have interference at the hands of the Governor General in 
Council at every step . The Viceroy as the Chancellor , and therefore as an integral part of 
the University , ought to be able to exerciee all the necessary check and afford all the Decembary 
gaidance . The Members of His Exoellency s Executive Council in charge of Education 
and of Commerce and Industry ought to be Members of the Court, and this will be enough 
safeguard considering the constitution of the Court and the other bodies . 

The Court which is the sovereign body in the University , with the Viceroy as Chancellor , 
ought to have much larger and more real powers . It ocoupies the ponition of the Senate and 
buth the Executive Council and the Academio Council, doing executive work in separato 
Apheres , ought to be subordinate and answerable to the Court. 

- The complexity of this machinery is likely to bamper work , and ought to be simplified ; 
the University ought to be self -contained and autonomous and not subjeoted to direot 
Government influence and interference , merely because the Government will have the 
financing of the concern . A well- chosen responsible Court able to carry on work satisfactorily 
ought to be the ideal, and the University ought not to be practioally & Government Depart 
ment.

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From the above points of view and others appearing from the amendinents , I would 
suggest the following amendments : 

Clause 2 (b ). This University being what is called unitary (a fomewhat vague and ill . 
anderstood term ) there ought to be no difference in classes of teachers. The position of 
teuchers not recognised by the University will be difficult if not intolerable Allowing 
# nrecognised teachers to do University work will make the University something more than 
unitary . It will be affiliating , so far . If this was a mere transitory provision for frankly 
Bufeguarding existing interests the position would be better understood , I suggest that the 
differentiation should cease , that the delinition in clauge 2 (a ) bo dropped and consequential 
amendments be made. The deficition as it stood originally was less objectionable, for it . 
merely indicated the appointing authority . 

Clause 9 ( 2), (3 ), (4 ), (6 ), (6 ). — I suggest the omission of these sab - clauses which are on 
the analogy of sections relating to the Visitor in other Acts constituting Unitry Universities . 
Here the Viceroy is the Chancellor and the lead of the University and as Buch its integral 
part. He should and can make bis views felt and accepted and onght not to have sepurute 
powers of the kind contemplated I way this in full view of clause 12 (6 ), for there the Vice 
Chancellor s powers are really inodilied and defined . 

Clause 28 (9 ), I suggest the addition of the following words after this clause :-- 
" And on receipt of the Report of the Executive Congoil pads the Statute in such form 

As it may think fit ." 
Clause 28 (4), (5 ). -- I would omit these sub-clauses . 
Clause 28 (7 ). - I would omit the following words : 

“ Either reject the proposal or " in linea 4 and 5 of this clause . The Governor General 
in Council or any outside body or individual ought not to have these drastio powers and the 
Executive Council , which though very important but nevertheless A subordinate body , ought 
not to have the large power indicated in the words is sub - olause (7 ) which I seek to omit . 

Claude 30 (3 ). - The words " The Governor General in Counoil and ” in line 3 should 
be omitted . 

Clause 30 (4 ), (6 ), (6 ) and clause 31, Proviso, should be omitted , 
Clause 35 (4 ) should be omitted . 

I do not object to the expression Governor Ganoral in Coumoil in Proviso to Clanse 35 ( 3 ) 
becanor the power conferred here is more legislative than administrative. 

Ciauro 49 , lines 6 and 7 - I would enbstitute the word " Chancellor ” in the place of 
" Governor General in Council " .

Minute of Dissento 
While I am anxious to 800 a well - equipped University in this Imperial oity of Delhi- now 
the seat of the Government of India - I am more unxious to gce that this Uviversity is in 
advance of the existing Univereities and is founded on snoh progressive lined as to be a model 
for future Universities . Tbese ought , in the words of the Honourable Member for Edugation , 
be autonomous and ought to be as little interfered with as possible. It cannot be said that 
the present Bill satisfies there conditiong . 

The framers of the first University Act in this country taking into consideration the 
vastness of each Province, the pauvity of workers in this conntry and the dithualties of 
importing well qualified teachers from other countries, wisely decided in favour of affiliating 
Universities. As the demand for higher education grew , it was met by starting aliliated 
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Colleges in the moffusil, away from the seat of the University . Some of these institutions 
vére pot well conducted , and the Universities were then unable to ipspect them and to exercise

was suggested that the only way of rernedying the existing evile was the creation of moro 
unitary teaching Universities The Report of the Sadler Commission has strengthened 
this view . point, and , as a result of that Commission s recommendations , the new Universities 
that are proposed to be established are made both unitary and teaching Universities. Lookiog 
to the present educational needs of the country and the still existing scaroity of educationists 
in the country , I think the whole question requires to be carefully reconsidered before 
any inore Unitary Universities are established . I , therefore , propose that the word Unitary 
be deleted from the Bill, 

In the existing older Universities the Syndicate is the executive committee of the Senate, 
and all the powers that the Syndicate exercises are virtually delogated from and by the Senato . 
Under the proposed Bill the kxeoutive Council (the counter- part of the Syndicate ) has 
special powers allotted to it and hug the right to approuch the Governor General in Council if 
the Court (the counter - part of the Senate ) does not accept its recommendations . Moreover, all 
the members of the Exequtive Council are not elected by the Court or the Faculties 88 the 
Syndics are in the older Universities , two being nominated by the Chancellor and many more 
being er - oficio members of the Council than in the older Universities . This complicated 
arrangement is said to be necessary because the Court is to have Patione , Life -members and 
other ex -officio members who may be either unwilling or unable to take part in the actual 
vork of the Court . In the existing financial condition of the Province, the creation of this 
olaøg of members may be a neveneity , but that is no reason wby their inclusion in the Court 
should lead to the restriction of its powers . While the Bill provides for the election of 
twenty - five members by the registered graduates and is thus an advance on the existing 
conditions, it is reactionary in 80 far as it reduces the powers of the Court and vegto some 
with the Governor General in Council and some others with the Executive Coupoil. 
The Bill takes away with one hand wbat it gives with the other . Ag His Kacellenoy the 
Viceroy is to be the Chancellor of the Coart, to allow an appeal from the decision of 
the Court ( which includes the Chancellor, i e ., the Viceroy ) to the Governor General in Council 
is derogatory not only to the dignity of the Court, but to that of His Excellency the Viceroy . 
I would , therefore, make the Court and not the Governor General in Council the final author 
ity in all matters. 

I do not approve of the proposal to make provision for religious teaching in the new 
University , as I do not think Religion in the real sonse of the term can ever be taught in any 
Univer: ity . What can be and will be taught is either oriental Philosopby or Theology . There 
are so many difficulties in the way of teaching Theology in a mixed University that I would 
drop all mention of eligious instruction from the Bill . This desire to introduce religious 
education to University Ourriculum in due to some of us having lost faith in secular education , 
on notioiny absence of reverence or respect for elders and anthority , amongat some of the 
graduates of the Universities. This result is due to a clashing of two different ideals 
and not to secular teaching . The introduction of religious instruction will , I fear, in mixed 
Universities do more harm than good , 

Clause 12 of the Bill should be deleted , for I agree with my colleagues in thinking 
that a separate Treasurer will not be required for several years , and I do not see why such a 
provision cannot be made later on when it is found necessary to have such an officer.
